yesterday, 
and 
beside it was a long, 
incoherent 
note he had wriiten while a fugi­ 
tive. 
The note contained several refer 
ences to a man whose enmity, Dr. 
Bevier wrote, was aroused because 
the man believed the dentist had 
refused to aid him iu becoming a 
member of a lodge. 
“He made threats lie would tar* 
ture me inch by inch.” the noie 
read. 
“He has 
been doing it 
by 
sending p eop le to me to have w’ork 
done who would p ay a little down 
then when vrork was comp leted—I 
got no more. Many limes this hap ­ 
p ened.” 
The sequence of the note is brok ^ 
en at this p oint, and after a few , 
sentences the writer refers to the 
slaying of Mrs. Elder:

It wa s a dmitted even by ma ny 
who fa vored the Ha wes-Cooper bill 
tha t prisoners could not be kept in 
idleness, a nd they offered a s a sub­ 
stitute for work, va rious forms of 
exercises such a s gymna stics, ca l- 
csthenics, a nd a thletics. 
But the 
intelligent a nd 
more 
experienced 
thinker rea lizes tha t If prisoners 
a re to go ba ck into society a nd be­ 
come self-supporting tha t they must 
be ta ught something beside pla y. In 
fa ct, it Is genera lly conceded by 
those who know tha t seventy-five 
to eighty-five per cent of the in­ 
ma tes of 
pena l 
institutions 
a re 
there chiefly 
beca use 
they ha ve 
never been ta ught to w’ork or ha ve 
never lea rned to like it. 
It is the opinion of the writer 
tha t the 
grea test 
reforma tion 
In 
a ny pena l institution is to tea ch 
a n Inma te tw’o things—one is how 
to^ work a nd the other, to like it. 
Any ma n of which this ca nnot be 
sa id is a seventy-five per cent fa il­ 
ure Inside or out. 
This a ll-impor­ 
ta nt lesson ca nnot be ta ught inside 
a prison with a ll pla y a nd no work. 
■There a re more tha n one-ha lf mil­ 
lion men being relea sed from Amer­ 
ica n prisons ea ch yea r going ba ck 
into society, supposedly to become 
reha bilita ted 
a nd 
self-supporting. 
Ma ny of them ha ve been confined 
within prison wa lls from one to 
thirty yea rs. 
It will be impossible 
for them, under sucn circumsta nces 
to be a nything more tha n a mena ce 
to society if they ha ve only been 
ta ught to pla y. 
Ma ny opponents of convict la bor 
ha ve a dmitted tha t this would pro­ 
duce detrimenta l results a nd ha ve 
even offered to solve the problem 
by
